at the formal opening of the Republi- 
can campaign in Ohio.

were Governor Frank B. Willis, can- 
didate for re-election; Myron T. Her- 
rick, candidate for United States 
senator and U. S. Senator Warren G. 
Harding. 


Mr- Hughes will deliver the prin- 


cipal address of the day at a meet- 
ing tonight in the Auditorium. This 
morning he addressed the Civil war 
veterans at the soldiers 
home. 
In 


his speech this morning, Mr. Hughes 
declared for a patriotic spirit today 
similar to the spirit which fired the_ 
Lnion troops in '61. 


Scores of Republicans from every 


section of the 
State 
arrived 
last 


night and this morning for the cam- 
paign .opening. 


Governor Frank B. Willis this af- 


ternoon fired the opening shot in 
the state campaign by advocating his 
re-election, in a speech in the home 
city of his 
Democratic 
opponent, 


former Gov. James'M. Cox. 


"What 1 most want to see in this 


country," Mr. Hughes said, "is 
to 


have our young men, our 
middle- 


aged men, all uur men and our wo- 
men, too, fired with the 
patriotic 


spirit of '61. 


"You veterans aided in preserv- 


ing the union at a critical time, but 
in a very true sense every genera- 
tion must preserve the anion. 
We 


are still a very young country as 
compared with empires of the past 
that have fallen 
irom decay. Wr 


cannot be preserved alone 
by 
the 


valor of our ancestors, by those of 
an earlier day, but we can, indeed. 
be preserved if we keep alive their 
spirit. 


"I look to the United States of the 


futpre as a nation with governmental 
policies wnich will maintain general 
prosperity, as a nation prepared for 
every emergency. "v* e seek peace, but 
we are firm in the 
determination 


that we will enforce American rights 
and have peace with honor and se- 
curity. 


"We desire nothing but that 
to

want the esteem of all nations- We 
covet nothing, but my friends, the 
union which vou fought to maintain 
will not long be preserved unless we

The obtaining of natural gas is es- 


sentially a mining proposition with, 
however, more unknown, uncontrol- 
lable and uncertain features to con- 
! tend with than exist in any other

I ness. There is absolutely no certain 
way of finding'natural gas; the only 
method to pursue is to drill holes in 
the ground until a field is de\ elop- 
ed. There are no sure surface indi- 
cations for guidance, although some 
geologists claim that they can locate 
gas. 
The results of their endeavors, 


however, very rarely 
substantiate 


such claims. 
The first process in the work is to 


send out men to secure the leases. 
They visit the farmers and landown- 
ers afid endeavor to secure the gas 
rights on the most favorable terms 
If the territory is strictly "wild cat." 
that is, remote from gas develop- 
ments, the land can usually be leas- 
ed without much difficulty, and at 
prices ranging from 10 to 25 cents
